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positioned to enable ready access to said at least one end opening thereof to permit replacement 
of said pad without removing said strip from its applied position about a selected body portion. 

8. (Currently amended) The therapeutic wrap as claimed in claim 1> wherein said 
attachment elements comprise hook a n di oo p t y p e" fasteners adapted to engage said elastic 
matftrial to selectively secure said strip about a desired body portion. 

9. (Original) The therapeutic wrap as claimed in claim 8, wherein said attachment 
elements comprise hook-type fastening strips fixed to and extending from said first end portion 
and adapted to removably attach to any selected surface portion of said material.

18. (Currently Amended) An elongated combinati o n disp o sable and 1 reusable thermal 
compression wrap for applying a thermal pack against a human body portion, said wrap having 
flexibility in the direction of elongation for assisting in the application and retention thereof 
against a human body portion, said wrap comprising: 

an elongated compression band comprised of latex-fr ee flexible woven polypropylene 
cloth which is both disposabl e as well as re usabl e and is - clastic and pliant in the direction of 
elongation, said band having inner and oute r surfaces .faces, first and second end portions, and a 
mid portion intermediate said first and second end portions, said e l o ngated compression band of 
w o ven polypropylene elulli being s e l e ctiv e ly s e verable along its length without mu&v e ling said 
woven polypiupjl c ii c eluth at th e s e vered end portion to s e l e ctiv e ly and ' variably adjus t the l e ngth 
of said com pres si o n band ; 

at least one pouch disposed on the inim surface a face of said compression band, said 
pouch being comprised of said latex-free- flexible w o ven polypropylene cloth and having an end 
opening adapted to pemul enabling access to the interior thereof for selective insertion and 
retrieval of a thermal pack; 

said band having sufficient pliability atiH Ala<?tiVUy to compress said pouch against a 
selected portion of the human body when applied thereto; and 
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a plurality of fastening elements affixed to and extending outwardly from the first end 
portion of said band and being adapted to releasably attach to any selected portion of said band 
pater surface T thereby gnflHing to enabl e application of said compression band to any desired 
portion of the human body;
